Viecount Alfred de Breuil,; a young 
French oxplorer, has recently had an 
exporicncy in empire building which recall’ 
the adventures of M. Jacques Lebaudy, 
The French explorer, who fiad acquired 
some influence over many primitive tribes 
ia Arabia and Syria, was approached in 
1910 by » Gorman. named Nicholas Benz, 

The German propored that the Viscount 
should return to Asia and induce the tiibes 
by preseats to declare their unien and in. 
dependence, and elect him: king;, Subse, 
quently the Viseount should sell his title 
xod right to the German Emperor, Vise 
count de Breuil waa sceptical as to the 
funds necessary for the undertaking, bat 
when a Frankfort lunk sent a cheque for 
£8,000 to be’ paid for the title of King of 
‘arabia and of Syria whoa. it should Mave 
been ablnined, he agreed to embark on 
the adventure. ” 

Benz gave b'm an advance cf £920, with 
which he departed for srabia. Some time 
aftorwards 12 tribes assembled in 6 
“Djema” xt El-Aioun with the emirs that 
governed them, and thiy assembly, presided 
over by Abou Hassan, proclaimed the in’ 
dependence of. Arabi and elected the 
viscount monarch, with the title of * King 
Alfred 7.” 

CHARTER DUARN PP, 

“Abou Hassan was made Grand Vizier, 
and the 12 emirs wera appointed to’ bo 
Ministers. Further, solemn contract was 
drawn up forming a veritable cHarter. In 
the first article it way stipulated that the 
independent kingdom of Arabin and Syria 
should he placed ander tha * protection " 
of the Virgin Mary and of St. .Mariag. 
‘The Viscount de Brenil had these documenty 
authenticated by the Ezyptian authorities 
and did homage to the spostulic delegate ab 
Cairo. |
